peril of famine. In‘ the most fortunate 
circumstances it must be, we fear, a 


can look for any effective aid from Russia. 
Until far into next year she must be, for 
all military purposes, out of the war. 
The impotence of Russia must affect the 
war outlook on every front. The prospect, 
now virtually assured, of her continued 
defection throws finally out of gear all 
calculations based upon the normal Ger- 
man wastage. America's reinforcement 
will not be available in effective strength 
until the beginning of next year. In the 
meanwhile the end of the campaign- 
ing season in the west is approach- 
ing. From the political point of view 
the arguments for an effective blow be- 


unanswerable. From the military point 
of view, however, in all the circumstances, 
the arguments are strong against any 
action which would not promise decisive 
results. It is doubtful whether any 
normal operations are likely to pro- 
duce such results. At this time last 
year the action was in progress which gave 
the first impetus to the German retreat in 
France; but We have come now to realise 
the weakness and limitation, as well as 
the strength and success, of the steréo- 
typed tactical method of intense artillery 
preparation and “short-range” infantry 
advance. Preparations are clearly not far 
enough advanced for the employment of 
the obvious solution of the tactical problem

SIR THOMAS ESMONDE’S

' Ad a largely attended meeting at

LETTER FROM THE CHIEF 
SECRETARY. 


The Lord Mayer has received an important 
letter from the Chief Secretary for Ireland, in 
which it is — out that the Corporation 
have no legal power to sell milk to the general 
publie, or otherwise to engage in trade without 
statutory authority, but adding that it is 
possible, in the near future, that, if circum- 
stances warrant the measure, regulations of a 
stringént character gay be made by the Food 
Controller, with regard not only to the price 
of milk, but of o commodities which are 
incispensable to the community. 

The Public Health Committee will, at its 
meeting to-day, eonsider the question as to how 
many milk depéte may be required. There are 
in existerice eight habe clubs, which are 
managed by the Women's National Health 
Association, and six depéte under the care of 
the. Infants’ Aid Society. It is possible that 
these may be weed as milk distribution depdts 
under the scheme.
